He has, however, 
coma to the conclusion that he could no 
longer stand out against tho opposition, 
and yesterday a letter was received from 
him at ttiB Department, tendering his 
resignation on the ground that he was 
prevented by violence and threats from 
performing hU duty.

"MATCH-SAFE 
11 HATHAWAY DEAD. 


Crazy for 23 Years, He Expires of 


La Grippe. 


Thomas Hathaway, once a prosperous 


citizen of Decatur, died of la grippe at 
the Macon county poor farm on Satur- 
day night, Feb. 8, at 10 o'clock, aged 63 
years. The deceased was better known 
as "Match-Safe"' Hathaway, and his 
atlliction dated back to the time when he 
invented a match-safe which was the 
subject of prolonged litigation in the 
courts. Hathaway was once the owner 
of the Hathaway House, which stood on 
the site of Commercial Block on East 
Eldorado street, a large frame structure 
which was destroyed by tire. In the win- 
ter of 1807 he became deranged on the 
subject of spiritualism, and after going 
into the First Methodist church on a Sun- 
day morning and creating a sensation by 
expounding the doctrine of spiritualism, 
he WHS taken in custody. He became 
very violent. February 11, 18!i7, he was 
adjudged insane in the county court—

Inside the scene was one of rare beauty. 


The interior of the building was lavishly 
decorated with flowers and potted plants, 
evergreens and bunting. Happily placed 
bunches of electric lamps gave out a 
brilliant light, and the yellow pine finish 
of the walls, together with the bright 
hued gowns of the ladies, made a picture 
not easily to be forgotten.

Invention anil Ice. 


It is pleasant to observe that the old 


proverb about necessity being the mother 
of invention has not lost its force, and 
that the threat of a total absence of our 
natural supply of ice is met by the de- 
monstration that modern science v % i l l he 
able to make the lack good, if the obsti- 
nate winter weather persists in its refusal 
to put in an appearance where it will do 
the most good. 


The unique situation which may be de- 


veloped is indicated by an offer of a con- 
cern in New Orleans or Ualveston, where 
natural ice in really solid form is an un- 
known article, to furnish New York next 
year w ith artificial ice as clear and hard 
as tiie best ice that was ever turned out 
hv tiie severest winter on our northern 
lakes. 


For New Orleans to ship ice to New 


York would he a greater trade paradox 
than the shipment of coal to Newcastle. 
Yet the ability to doit successfully has 
been demonstrated; and, in the case of 
failure of nature to make ice, the only 
reason why it will not be done will be 
that it may be cheaper to set up the ap- 
plianecs and make ice in the north than 
to ship the products of the southern fac- 
tories already established. 


That is what has already been an- 


nounced to be done in this city. It is 
interesting to be told, as those who have 
investigated the subject allirm, that the 
ice produced by artificial process is really 
better and colder than that produced by 
nature, at least in thesu latitudes. 
This 


is for the reason that the degree of cold 
which is attained in the artificial process 
can be made far lower than that of our 
winter, and thus tlie ice be manufac- 
tured with a degree of hardness and so- 
lidity that leaves the genuine article 
entirely in the sh.ule. This conveys the 
pleasant assurance that 
mint claret 


punch will not be tepid next summer or 
ice tea an unattainable luxury.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

The doors of the best society are closed 
against them; they are received by no- 
body. Their presence is resented as an 
affront to the people; their blue coats 
ami brass buttons have no charms for 
the fair; and they are made to feel as 
lonely and miserable as any set of men 
in uniform can feel.—Washington Cor.
